THE CANADIAN BUDGET. 





The Board of Trade have received from the High 
Commissioner for Canada in London copy of a cable- 
gram relating to the Budget Speech of the Canadian 
Minister of Finance, as follows :— 

The Hon. James A. Robb, Canadian Minister of 
Finance, delivered his sixth Budget Speech in the House 
of Commons on Ist March. He announced that for 
the year 1927-28 the net debt was reduced by nearly 
51 million dollars. He stated that for the year 1928 he 
estimated a reduction of nearly 70 million dollars. 

The Minister announced that the Sales Tax would be 
reduced by one-third, making the new rate two per cent. 
The tax of one per cent. imposed on premiums of insur- 
ance companies licensed in Canada is abolished. The 
tax on cable and telegraphic messages and on railway 
and steamship tickets is also abolished. The tax on 
the transfer of shares of stock is changed to apply in 
four divisions on a graduated scale ranging from one 
cent to four cents a share. 

The Resolutions submitted provide for a reduction 
in the rates of duty on certain mining machinery and 
equipment, including brattice cloth, on articles of 
interest to the fishing industry, and on apparatus for 
sterilising bulbs and determining the maturity of fruit. 
The other changes are of minor importance. The 
Minister stated that in all reductions where applicable 
the British Preference was kept in mind.* 

The Minister further stated that as the years go by 
an increasing quantity of domestic product must neces- 
sarily be marketed abroad. It is, he said, the desire of 
Canada to trade freely with any and all who are willing 
to trade with her. In the Minister’s reference to the 
cases submitted to the Advisory Board on Tariff and 
Taxation he stated that opportunity would be afforded 
for considering the possible effect upon trade of changes 
being proposed in the Tariff Schedules of other countries 
should these changes be made effective by legislation. 
The Minister estimated the reduction of taxation under 
the changes announced in the Budget at 25 million dols.

TANGANYIKA COTTON PIECE-GOODS IMPORTS. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Nairobi reports that 
during the first eleven months of 1928 imports of cotton 
piece-goods into Tanganyika Territory amounted to 
33,640,279 yards, as compared with 34,253,307 yds. in 
the corresponding period of 1927, while imports of 
blankets totalled 704,581 and 658,910 respectively. 
As regards the cotton piece-goods, unbleached accounted 
for 11,199,045 yds., as against 13,868,368 yds. in the 
period January—November, 1927; bleached, 2,861,083 
yds. (2,834,539 yds.); printed, 5,303,854 yds. 
(4,454,077 yds.); dyed, 7,702,063 yds. (7,797,485 yds.) ; 
and coloured, 6,574,234 yds. (5,298,838 yds.). 

The bulk of the unbleached piece-goods imported 
came from Japan, 7,255,228 yds., and India, 3,474,036 
yds.; bleached, Great Britain, 1,724,677 yds., and 
Holland, 820,925 yds.; printed, Great Britain, 
2,835,044 yds., and Holland, 1,440,342 yds.; dyed, 
India, 2,506,023 yds., Great Britain, 2,253,240 yds., 
and Holland, 1,837,902 yds.; and coloured, Holland, 
3,074,888 yds., Japan, 998,468 yds., India, 970,797 yds., 
and Great Britain, 736,758 yds. 

The blankets imported during the first eleven months 
of last year came from Holland, 445,714, India, 106,767, 
Germany, 94,882, and Great Britain, 12,347.

BRITISH COAL MINING. 





THE INDUSTRY IN DECEMBER QUARTER. 


Owing to seasonal influences the output of coal in 
the fourth quarter of the year can be relied upon to 
exceed that of the third quarter, and 1928 was no 
exception to this rule. There was an increase in export 
coal during the quarter, especially the latter part, to 
a greater extent than merely seasonal influences would 
account for, with the result that while the total pro- 
duction was slightly less than in the last quarter of 1927, 
the shipments of coal, etc., abroad were higher than 
in any quarter since the last quarter of 1925. 

There were no important changes in the price of coal 
during the quarter, and wages were maintained prac- 
tically at the same level as in the previous quarter. 


OUTPUT. 

The estimated tonnage of saleable coal raised in each 
of the principal colliery districts of Great Britain during 
the quarters ended December and September, 1928,

Output was nearly six million tons more than in the 
previous quarter. The districts showing increases of 
more than 10 per cent. were Lancashire, Cheshire and 
North Wales, Northumberland, Scotland, Stafford, 
Salop, Worcester and Warwick, and Yorkshire. 

The most noticeable feature in the above table is that 
Northumberland and Durham show very substantial 
increases compared with production during the fourth 
quarter of 1927, although production in the country 
as a whole was less by 14 million tons. 


NuMBERS EMPLOYED. 

The next table shows the average number of wage- 
earners on Colliery Books in Great Britain in the 
quarters ended December and September, 1928, and 
December, 1927. The numbers include a few persons

On the whole, there was little change in the number 
of wage-earners in employment during the fourth 
quarter of 1928, which rose from 895,700 at the end 
of September to 898,800 at the end of December. Slight 
increases were recorded in Durham, Lancashire, Cheshire 
and North Wales, Derby, Nottingham and Leicester, 
and in Scotland. On the other hand, the number of 
wage-earners in South Wales and Monmouth declined 
by 8,300. 

It is interesting to observe that although output was 
increased by nearly 6,000,000 tons over the output of 
the previous quarter, the average number of persons 
employed was actually less. This is mainly due to a 
substantial reduction in short time worked, in which 
respect there was a noticeable improvement during 
the month of December. 

As compared with the last quarter of 1927, 80,600 
fewer wage-earners, on the average, were employed. 
Northumberland and Durham were the only districts 
to show an increase.

Out of a possible 754 days, 11 were lost through want 
of trade and transport difficulties at the mines, as 
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compared with 14 days during the previous quarter 
and 121 days during the corresponding period of 1927. 

It is estimated that pits employing rather less than 
one-half of the wage-earners on colliery books were idle 
from want of trade during some part of October and 
November. At many of the mines affected two or 
more days per week were lost from this cause. There 
was an appreciable improvement, however, in December. 

These particulars refer only to mines which were 
working, and do not take account of the mines which 
were closed owing to depression in trade. 


OUTPUT PER SHIFT. 


The rate of output of coal during the September 
quarter of 1928 was 21-13 cwts. per manshift, or 
2% cwts. more than in the first four months of 1926. 
Some increase in the rate of output is anticipated when 
complete particulars for the December quarter, 1928, 
are available. 

CoaL SHIPPED ABROAD. 


Altogether, 18-9 million tons of coal (including the 
coal-equivalent of coke arftd manufactured fuel) were 
exported or were shipped for the use of steamers 
engaged in the Foreign Trade. This represented 
30-8 per cent. of the tonnage of coal raised during the 
quarter. 

Excluding coke and manufactured fuel, exports and 
Foreign bunker shipments were nearly 3 million tons 
greater than in the previous quarter, and nearly 
I million tons greater than in the corresponding period 
of 1927. Exports of coke and manufactured fuel were 
also greater, both as compared with the previous 
quarter and the corresponding quarter of 1927. Since 
March, gas coke exports have declined as compared 
with 1927 , but this has been more than counter-balanced 
by a notable expansion in other (metallurgical) coke 
exports. 

The following table shows for the quarters ended 
December and September, 1928, and December, 1927, 
the principal destinations to which coal was exported, 
the quantities of coke and manufactured fuel exported, 
and the quantities of coal, manufactured fuel and oil 
shipped for the use of vessels engaged in the Foreign

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As compared with the previous quarter, exports of 
coal to all groups of destinations, except Russia, Ger- 
many and Holland and the Irish Free State, show an 
improvement, the principal increases being to France, 
Belgium and Italy (260,000 tons) and Egypt, Algeria, 
etc. (149,000 tons). 

As compared with the corresponding quarter of 1927, 
exports to Germany and Holland increased by } million 
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tons, those to France, Belgium and Italy by 289,000 tons, 
and those to North and Central America by 141,000 tons. 
Reductions were recorded in exports to Spain and 
Portugal (34,000 tons), and to Scandinavia (83,000 tons).

Coal shipments from the East Coast Ports since early in 
1927 have tended, on the whole, to increase, while those 
from West Coast Ports have declined. From less than 
one-half the total exports and bunker shipments during 
the last 9 months of 1927 East Coast Ports shipped 
nearly 52 per cent. in the corresponding period of 1928. 
An improvement in exports from the Humber Ports is 
chiefly responsible for the change. 


CONSUMPTION OF CoAL AT HOME. 


Reckoned on the tonnage of coal produced and im- 
ported, less the tonnage shipped abroad, the quantity 
of coal available for consumption in Great Britain 
amounted to 41? million tons during the quarter ended 
December, 1928. In the corresponding periods uf 1925 
and 1927, the quantity similarly available was over 
44 million tons. 


SELLING PRICES. 


The following market quotations per ton for par- 
ticular qualities of coal are given in continuation of 
similar particulars published in the “‘ Journal ”’ of 15th 
November, 1928 (page 611). They are taken from the 
“ Colliery Guardian’ and other sources. Only the 
minimum figure of a range of prices is shown.

There has been no important change in the price of 
coal since September last, whether for home or export. 


WAGES. 


During the whole of the December quarter the 
minimum percentage on basis rates under the various 
district agreements continued to be paid in all districts. 

The only variation in wages rates to be recorded is 
one which does not, strictly speaking, fall within the 
quarter under review, as the award was only issued at 
the beginning of 1929 and is operative from Ist January. 
This was in South Wales, where the owners asked for a 





reduction of the minimum percentage from 28 above 
basis to 20 and of the subsistence wage from 8s. 03d. 
to 7s., while the men claimed an increase of the percentage 
to 35 and of the subsistence wage to 8s. 6d. 

Sir F. Taylor’s award leaves the minimum percentage 
unaltered at 28, but provides for a reduction of the sub- 
sistence wage to 7s. 104d. payable for all shifts worked, 
including overtime, and continuous shifts, up to a 
maximum of six shifts per week, including the bonus 
turns, and excludes men who have been voluntarily 
absent from work from a right to the allowances. 

The average earnings per shift throughout: the coal- 
fields are estimated to have been about 9s. 3d. 


ACCIDENTS IN MINES. 


There were 256 persons killed and 1,117 persons 
seriously injured* by accidents in and about coal and 
metalliferous mines during the quarter. Further par- 
ticulars are given in the statement below; the corre- 
sponding figures for the previous quarter and the Decem- 
ber quarter of 1927 are shown for comparison.

The total (net) cost of production of coal commercially 
disposable during the third quarter of 1928 was lower 
than in the previous quarter and proceeds were also 
fractionally lower. On balance, expenditure exceeded 
revenue by about ls. 4d. a ton, or Id. less than in the 
previous quarter. 


Such figures as are available at present seem to show 
that the debit balance during the fourth quarter of 1928 
was only about 4d. per ton as compared with Is. 4d. in 
the previous quarter, the costs of production having 
decreased by 6d. per ton, while proceeds were about 
6d. per ton more than in the third quarter. 


SUMMARY FoR 1928. 


The output of saleable coal is estimated to have 
amounted to 2372 million tons, and compares with 2514 
million tons in 1927 and 243} million tons in 1925. The 
reduction chiefly occurred in those districts in which 
output regulation schemes were adopted in 1928 and 
in South Wales and Monmouth. 


The average price of all coal has not fluctuated to any 
marked degree during the year. The proceeds of coal 
disposed of commercially (i.c., not including colliery 
engine fuel and miners’ coal) during 1928 were approxi- 
mately 13s. 3d. per ton on the average. This compares 
with 15s. 24d. per ton during 1927 (when, in the early 
part of that year, prices were still high following the 
stoppage in 1926), and 17s. 24d. per ton during 1925. 


Coal shipped abroad, whether as cargo or bunkers 
(including coke and manufactured fuel in terms of coal), 
amounted to 71} million tons in 1928. This was half a 
million tons less than in 1927 and the same as in 1925. 
From 19s. 10d. a ton f.o.b. in 1925, the average declared 
value of coal exported as cargo fell to 17s. 10d. in 1927 
and to 15s. 7d. in 1928. The decrease between Decem- 
ber, 1927, and December, 1928, was only 7d. a ton. 


The quantity of coal available for consumption at 
home in 1928 was 164 million tons, or 5} million tons less 
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than in 1925. The comparison with 1927 is affected 
by the abnormal conditions following the stoppage of 
work at mines in 1926. 


The number of wage-earners on the Colliery Books 
declined steadily from 967,000 at the beginning of the 
year to 893,000 in the middle of August. The position 
then appears to have become fairly stable as the numbers 
remained above that figure but below 900,000 until the 
end of the year. 


In spite of the steady drop in the numbers employed, 
the amount of short time working was very large indeed, 
but from the time that the number employed reached 
its lowest point, there was a slight improvement in the 
time worked, which was maintained until the beginning 
of December, when a marked improvement became 
noticeable. 


In all districts wages remained throughout the year 
at the minimum levels prescribed by the District Agree- 
ments. The rates of wages were reduced in Yorkshire 
(from Ist January), in Northumberland and Durham 
(from Ist March), and in part of Warwickshire (from 
Ist September). On the other hand, higher statu- 
tory minimum rates for the various grades of underground 
labour in Nottingham were awarded in June. 





PASSENGER MOVEMENT FROM AND 
TO THE UNITED KINGDOM. 





DETAILS FOR 1928. 





(A) PASSENGERS OF ALL CLASSES.* 
1. TRAFFIC TO AND FROM NON-EUROPEAN COUNTRIES. 


The returns relating to passenger traffic between the 
United Kingdom and places outside Europe, and not 
within the Mediterranean Sea, show that the number 
of persons of British nationality who left the United 
Kingdom in 1928 as passengers to such countries ex- 
ceeded the number who arrived as passengers from 
those countries by 82,830. 


The following table shows the outward balances of 
passengers of British nationality between ports !n the 
United Kingdom and places outside Europe, and not 
within the Mediterranean Sea, from 1924.

It will be seen that the fall of about 20,800 in the 
balance of British passengers outward in 1928, as com- 
pared with the figures for 1927, followed a fall of nearly 
20,000 in the figures for 1927 as compared with 1926. 
The outward balance in 1928 (82,830) is the lowest 
recorded in any year since the establishment in 1923 of 
the present series of statistics relating to Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland. 


The records of passengers of alien nationality 
between the United Kingdom and extra-EKuropesn 
countries showed an outward balance of 37,712 in 1928, 
as compared with outward balances of 50,755 in 1927 





* Including persons travelling on business or for pleasure, as 
well as emigrants and immigrants. 
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and 41,730 in 1926. These balances roughly represent 
the net movement of transmigrants between the Con- 
tinent and extra-European countries passing through 
British ports. It should be noted that these latter 
figures are not strictly comparable with the statistics 
of alien passengers which are published annually by 
the Home Office. The Home Office statistics include a 
number of seamen under contract to join ships in 
British waters, while it has been the established prac- 
tice in compiling totals of passengers from the lists 
furnished to the Board of Trade to exclude such sea- 
men. On the other hand, the Home Office exclude 
from their statistics the alien passengers who arrive at, 
or depart from, the port of Londonderry (Moville). 
The figures of passenger movement include a number 
of passengers, mostly aliens, who passed through the 
United Kingdom in travelling between European and 
non-European countries. 


The decrease of 20,773 in the balance of British 
passengers outward in 1928, as compared with the 
figures for 1927, is mainly accounted for by the de- 
creased net movement to Australia, New Zealand, und 
the United States. The balances outward in 1928 to 
places within the Empire showed decreases of 12,557 
in the number of British subjects to Australia, of 2,972 
to New Zealand, and of 1,247 to British South Africa. 
Small decreases were also recorded in the cases of 
India (including Ceylon) and the group ‘‘ Other Parts 
of the British Empire.”’ 


The net movement to British North America in 1928 
showed decreases of 841 British and 4,885 aliens; the 
decrease in the number of aliens was attributable to 
the decreased movement of transmigrants from Europe 
who travelled to that country via United Kingdom 
ports. In connection with the figures of passenger 
movement to and from British North America during 
1928, it should be noted that the increase of 10,000 in 
the outward movement of British subjects during the 
September quarter, as compared with the movement 
during the same quarter of 1927, is mainly accounted 
for by the departure, during the early part of August, 
of 8,449 persons who were recruited for harvest work 
in the Dominion. Of this number 6,414 were re- 
ported to have returned to this country up to 19th 
January, 1929; this return movement accounts for the 
increased numbers of inward British passengers re- 
corded in the fourth quarter of 1928, as compared with 
the numbers in the same quarter of 1927. 


The net outward movement to the United States of 
British subjects was smaller in 1928 than in 1927 by 
3,855, decreases being recorded in each of the four 
quarters of the year; there was a decrease of 7,134 in 
the outward balance of aliens proceeding to that 
country, the falling off in the fourth quarter being par- 
ticularly noticeable. There was an increase in 1928 
of 1,191 British in the net movement to the countries 
included in the group ‘‘ Other foreign countries.”’ 


The aggregate number of passengers (British and 
aliens) carried to or from non-European ports 
amounted to 673,952 in 1928 and 673,880 in 1927. De- 
ducting from the totals of British passengers recorded, 
the number of those who are shown as migrants (in- 
cluding migrants to and from the Irish Free State 
who travelled via United Kingdom ports), the British 
subjects who may be regarded as travelling for business 
or pleasure in 1928 numbered 127,791 outward and 
127,739 inward. The corresponding figures for 1927 
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were 116,698 outward and 117,046 inward. Passen- 
gers, outward or homeward, who travelled indirectly 
via ports on the Continent or in the Irish Free State 
are not included in these aggregates. 


The statistics relating to the Irish Free State having 
ceased to be included with those of the United King- 
dom from Ist April, 1923, the figures are exclusive of 
passengers (and migrants) who embarked or arrived at 
ports in the Irish Free State. Information has, how- 
ever, been received from the Irish Free State Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce showing the particu- 
lars in respect of this movement. A summary for 
1928 is shown below, with corresponding particulars 
for 1927 :—

It will be noticed that the net outward movement of 
British subjects to the United States from Irish Free 
State ports was smaller by 1,795 in 1928 than in 1927. 
As regards aliens, there was an inward balance of 1,270 
from the United States at Irish Free State ports in 
1928, as compared with an inward balance of 1,006 in 
1927. 


Table I., on page 311, gives particulars of the 
number of passengers, including emigrants and immi- 
grants, who travelled between United Kingdom ports 
and places outside Europe during each quarter of 
1927 and 1928. Corresponding particulars for 1925 and 
1926 were published in the issue of the ‘* Journal ”’ of 
17th March, 1927, and those for 1923 and 1924 in the 
issue of 26th March, 1925.

Of the total of 673,952 passengers outward and in- 
ward in 1928 about 34 per cent. were recorded at 
Southampton, 28 per cent. at Liverpool, and 18 per 
cent. at London, as compared with percentages of 34, 
28 and 194 respectively in 1927. The decrease in 1928 
of nearly 9,000 in the outward passenger movement 
from London, as compared with the movement in 
1927, is mainly due to the diminution in the emigrant 
traffic to Australia and New Zealand. Glasgow 
accounted for about 10 per cent. of the total in 1928 
and 9 per cent. in 1927. About 12 per cent. of the 
total number of inward passengers in 1928 disembarked 
at Plymouth. As regards the class of travel, it may 
be remarked that the first, second and third elass 
represented about 25, 23 and 52 per cent. respectively 
of the total traffic in both 1927 and 1928. 

During 1925 a elass of travel entitled ‘* Third Class 
Tourist ’’ was instituted, accommodation superior to 
that for ordinary third-class passengers being provided 
for passengers so described. The numbers reported 
is travelling in this class increased from 37,000 in 
1926 to about 78,000 in 1927, and to more than 91,000 
in 1928; the figures for 1927 and 1928 are included in 
the table with other third-class passengers. In both 
vears third-class tourist services were in operation 
between the principal English and Scottish ports and 
the North American Continent. The increased popu- 
larity of this class of travel has been reflected in the 
decreased numbers travelling second class in the years 
mentioned, as compared with the figures for earlier 
vears. 

The total numbers of passengers according to the 
countries in which they contracted to land, or in which 
they embarked, distinguishing the class of travel, are 
shown in the following table: — . 




















As might be expected, the percentages of third-class 
passengers were greatest in 1927 and 1928 in the case 
of the outward movement to British North America, 
Australia and New Zealand, the divisions of the British 
Empire which absorbed the majority of our emigrants 
in the years mentioned. All three classes of travel 
were more or less equally utilised in the movement to 
and from British South Africa, while the numbers 
travelling third class were small in the case of India 
(including Ceylon), and the groups ‘‘ Other Parts of 
the British Empire ’’ and ** Other Foreign Countries.”’ 
The percentages of first- and second-class passengers 
travelling to and from the United States were above 
the averages for those classes in the movement to and 
from all places. 


The number of outward and inward passengers 
(British and aliens) who travelled between the United 
Kingdom and places outside Europe by vessels under 
foreign flags in 1928 was 56,537, or about 8-4 per cent. 
of the total passenger movement. ‘The numbers 
carried by vessels under the principal foreign flags, 
distinguishing the class of travel, are shown below: —

Of the total of 56,537 passengers, the traffic to and 
from the United States accounted for 44,854 (13,700, 
first class; 15,246, second class; 6,587, third class; and 
9,321, tourist third class), or 18 per cent. of the total 
number of passengers carried between the United 
Kingdom and the United States; 6,042 passengers were 
carried to or from foreign countries other than the 
United States, and 5,641 passengers to or from places 
within the Empire. 


2. TRAFFIC TO AND FROM THE CONTINENT. 


(Including all ports within the Mediterranean Sea and 
in the Channel Islands.) 


In the traffic between the United Kingdom and the 
Continent of Europe there was an excess inward of 
62,161 passengers in 1928, as compared with inward 
balances of 78,914 and 49,070 respectively in 1927 and 
in 1926. These figures include passengers of all 
nationalities. The figures of arrivals and departures do 
not, of course, relate to the number of individual 
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passengers who arrived or departed, but represent 
the total numbers of outward and inward voyages made 
by such passengers in the course of the years 
mentioned, 


The following table shows the number of passengers 
of all nationalities who left the United Kingdom for 
the Continent (including the Channel Islands) and the 
number who arrived in the United Kingdom from the 
Continent in each of the years 1926, 1927 and 1928, 
distinguishing the number of persons who travelled by 
sea and by air, and the principal British ports of arrival

The total number of passengers carried to and from 
the Continent of Europe (including the Channel 
Islands) approached 3 millions during 1928, an in- 
crease of 275,000, or about 9 per cent. being recorded, 
as compared with the aggregate movement in 1927. 


The five ports on the English Channel which are 
separately specified in the above table accounted for 
about 72 per cent. of the entire passenger movement 
to and from the Continent in 1928, and about one-third 
of the outward and inward passengers embarked or 
disembarked at the Port of Dover alone. There was 
an increase of 96,000 in the passenger movement 
through this port in 1928, as compared with 1927, 
while increases of about 11,000 and 30,000 respectively 
were recorded in the numbers of passengers travelling 
via Folkestone and via Harwich. The movement 
through London increased by about 38,000 in 1928, and 
the commencement of a _ pleasure service from 
tochester (calling at Chatham, Southend and Mar- 
gate) to Calais accounted for the increase in the 
numbers recorded in 1928 under “‘ Other East Coast 
Ports.”’ 


About one-half of the passengers during the year, 
both inward and outward, travelled in the third 
quarter, and over 70 per cent. in the period April to 
September in each of the years covered by the table. 


The passenger movement by ship direct to or from 
ports on the Mediterranean and Black Seas is about 
one per cent. of the total movement between the 
United Kingdom and the Continent. 

The total number of passengers travelling to and 
from the Continent by air in 1928 showed an increase 
of 14,736, or 50 per cent. over the numbers carried in 
1927 

The particulars furnished to the Board of Trade with 
regard to the passengers to and from the Continent do

not include information as to their nationality, but the 
annual statistics in respect of alien passengers which 
are prepared by the Home Office show the number of 
aliens travelling between the United Kingdom and 
European ports. 

From these figures it may be deduced that the 
movement to and from the Continent was made up

It appears from the above figures that the move- 
ment of British passengers between this country and 
the Continent was about 24 per cent. greater in 1927 
than in 1926, while the number of passengers of all 
nationalities was 9 per cent. greater in 1928 than in 
1927. The excess of inward alien passengers from 
Kurope over outward alien passengers to Europe in 
1926 and 1927 was counterbalanced by the outward 
excess of aliens at the ports which dealt with passenger 
trafic between this country and non-European coun- 
tries. 


3. TRAFFIC TO AND FROM THE IRISH FREE STATE. 


The returns which have been furnished in accord- 
ance with Statutory Rules and Orders, 1923, No. 977, 
show that, during 1928, 351,664 passengers left the 
United Kingdom for ports in the Irish Free State, and 
that 366,917 arrived from these ports, the excess 
inward being 15,253. As in the case of the traffic with 
the Continent of Europe, the passenger movement 
between the United Kingdom and the Irish Free State 
is inclusive of persons travelling to or from other 
countries via United Kingdom ports. The moveinent 
over the land frontier between Northern Ireland and 
the Irish Free State is not included in the returns 
made to the Board of Trade. 


The particulars which are furnished to the Board of 
Trade in respect of passengers to and from the Irish 
Free State do not include information as to their 
nationality. The great majority are, no doubt, British 
subjects. 


The following table shows the passenger movement 
(British and aliens) by sea between the United King- 
dom and the Irish Free State during each quarter of 
1926, 1927 and 1928 :—

There was ar increase of about 31,000 in the number 
of passengers travelling by sea between the Irish [ree 
State and the United Kingdom during 1928, as vom- 
pared with the movement in 1927. 


Of the aggregate movement in 1928, 57 per cent. of 
the passengers travelled via Holyhead, about 15 and 
16 per cent. via Fishguard and Liverpool respectively. 
and about 6 per cent. via Glasgow (including 
Greenock). 

In connection with the excess inward of passengers 
into the United Kingdom from the Irish Free State in 
1928, it may be noted that there was an outward 
balance of 5,034 migrants (British and aliens) from 
the Irish Free State to places outside Europe via porta 
in the United Kingdom during that year. 
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(B) BRITISH EMIGRANTS AND IMMIGRANTS. 


The numbers of British subjects recorded as leaving 
permanent residence in the United Kingdom to take 
up permanent residence in non-Kuropean countries 
were 136,834 in 1928, 153,505 in 1927, and 166,601 in 
1926. Residence for a year or more is treated as per- 
manent residence for the purpose of this classification. 
Those British subjects who were recorded as leaving 
permanent residence in non-European countries to 
take up permanent residence in the United Kingdom 
numbered 59,105 in 1928, 55,715 in 1927, and 51,063 
in 1926. Thus the total of emigrants was less in 1928 
than in 1927 by 16,671 and the total of immigrants 
more by 8,390, aliens being omitted in both compuari- 
sons. The balance of British migrants outward from 
the United Kingdom in 1928 (82,778, including 5,049, 
the balance outward of Irish Free State migrants at 
United Kingdom ports) corresponded closely with the 
outward balance of all British passengers to extra- 
Kuropean countries (82,830). 

The movement of British emigrants to the Empire 
as a whole showed a decrease of 18,751 during 1928, 
as compared with 1927. The apparent increase in 1928 
of 1,793 in the number to British North America is 
due to the outward movement in the September 
quarter of the harvesters to Canada, to which reference 
has been made above, the great majority of these 
harvesters having been recorded as emigrants. If 
allowance were made for those harvesters who subse- 
quently returned there would be a decrease of about 
6,000 in the number of British emigrants to this 
Dominion in 1928. There were substantial decreases 
of 12,277 and 2,866 in the numbers proceeding to Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand respectively. There were 
small decreases in 1928 in the numbers going to British 
South Africa, while the movement to India (including 
Ceylon) and to the group ** Other Parts of the British 
Kmpire,’’ was about the same in 1928 as in 1927. 


The provisional figures of departures under the 
Empire Settlement Act during 1928 were 20,619 to 
Australia, 2,175 to New Zealand, 27,521 to Canada, 
197 to South Africa, and 7 to other places; the total 
of 50,519 included 16,573 men, 14,574 women, and 
19,372 children. Such departures to Australia, New 
Zealand, and Canada represented 72, 44 and 50 per 
cent. respectively of the total number of British 
emigrants to those countries in 1928. 


The number of British emigrants to the United 
States in 1928 (22,345) was 3,317 less than in 1927 
(25,662). The British quota for Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland for the fiscal years ending 30th June, 
1928 and 1929, is 34,007. Is should be noted, however, 
that this quota does not apply solely to emigrants 
direct from Great Britain and Northern Ireland to the 
United States, but to all persons born in Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland, who are admitted into the 
United States and are not exempt from inclusion in 
the quota, from whatever country they may come. 
It is noticeable that, of the aggregate of 22,345 British 
emigrants from the United Kingdom to the United 
States in 1928, 11,541, or one-half of the total number, 
left permanent residence in Scotland. 

The larger number of British immigrants in 1928 
was accounted for by the increase in the inward move- 
ment from British North America, the return move- 
ment of the harvesters being mainly recorded in the 
December quarter. 

In connection with the number of emigrants it may 
be noted that the statistics of adult emigration 
(persons of twelve years of age and over) in 1928 show 
that the males exceeded the females by 16,451, as 
compared with an excess of 12,098 in 1927, the propor- 
tion of adult males to total adults in 1928 being 57 per 
cent., as against 55 per cent. in 1927. In the move- 
ment to the United States the proportion of females 
to total adults was 52 per cent. in 1928 and 48 per 


cent. in 1927. 
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The net excess of British emigration over immigra- 
tion was 77,729 in 1928 and 97,790 in 1927. The 
excess outward to each of the principal countries con- 
cerned, distinguishing males, females and children 
under 12, is shown in the following table :—

Of the decrease of 20,000 in the net movement of 
British migrants in 1928, as compared with 1927, de- 
creases of 12,600 and 3,300 respectively were shown in 
the cases of Australia and New Zealand, and a fall of 
3,200 in the excess outward to the United States. The 
net movement to British North America (including the 
balance of about 2,000 harvesters who are reported to 
have remained in the Dominion) was smaller in 1928 
by about 1,400. 

The numbers of British emigrants from and immi- 
grants into Great Britain and Northern Ireland during 
each month of 1927 and 1928 are shown in the follow-

It will be seen that in both years emigration was 
most active in the spring and early autumn, while the 
number of immigrants (excluding the returning har- 
vesters) was greatest in the three months April, May 
and June. 

The British emigrants from and immigrants into the 
Irish Free State who travelled to or from non-EKuro- 
pean countries via ports in the United Kingdom 
numbered 6,095 and 1,046 respectively, during 1928; 
the numbers for 1927 were 7,124 outward and 963 in- 
ward. Such migrants are not included in the figures 
given in the tables of emigrants and immigrants. 
Mention has already been made of the fact that the

figures of migration since 1st April, 1923, are exclusive 
of persons who embarked or arrived at ports in the 
Irish Free State. The great bulk of these migrants 
are, of course, leaving or taking up residence in the 
Irish Free State. Particulars which have been furn- 
ished by the Irish Free State Department of Industry 
and Commerce show that the emigrants reported from 
such ports during 1928 numbered 18,634, of whom 
17,861 were for the United States, and the British 
immigrants numbered 1,145, including 1,113 from the 
United States. The comparative figures for 1927 are 
20,058 emigrants (19,125 to the United States) and 
985 immigrants (961 from the United States). 

The distribution of the migratory movement of 
British subjects in,each quarter of 1927 and 1928 is 
shown in Tables II. and III. on pages 312 and 313, 
particulars for the principal countries concerned being 
distinguished. 

The decrease of 16,671 in the number of emigrants 
in 1928, compared with the figures for 1927, represents 
decreases of 10,262 from England, 5,220 from Scot- 
land and 1,605 from Northern Ireland, while there was 
an increase of 416 from Wales. 


(C) ALIEN EMIGRANTS AND IMMIGRANTS. 


The balance outward in 1928 of alien passengers in 
the movement between the United Kingdom and non- 
European countries, to which reference has been made 
in the first paragraph, relates mainly to aliens passing 
through the United Kingdom in transit to other 
countries. In addition to this movement, the returns 
for 1928 show that 1,406 aliens left permanent resi- 
dence in the United Kingdom to take up permanent 
residence in places outside Europe, while 1,837 aliens 
were recorded as leaving permanent residence in such 
countries to take up permanent residence in the United 
Kingdom. As with the British migrants, residence for 
& year or more is treated as permanent residence for 
the purpose of this classification. About three- 
quarters of the total number of alien emigrants were 
shown as changing their permanent residence from 
Great Britain to the United States and other foreign 
countries, and 85 per cent. of the alien immigrants 
arrived from foreign countries. 


IMIGRANTS OF BRITISH NATIONALITY 
REJECTED. 
(From returns furnished voluntarily to the Board of 
Trade by the principal steamship companies.) 


The number of British subjects among those pas- 
sengers from the United Kingdom to places outside 
Europe who were sent back during 1928 by the autho- 
rities of the countries concerned was 1,755, compared 
with 1,779 in 1927. Of the total number in 1928 
1,069 were adult males, 360 were adult females, and 
826 were children under twelve years of age. The 
Canadian and United States authorities sent back 
1,139 and 453 persons respectively during 1928. The 
great majority were rejected or deported because -they 
were either ‘‘ paupers or likely to become a public 
charge,’’ or criminals, diseased or mentally afflicted, 
or on account of illegal entry into the United States. 





DOMINICAN REPUBLIC. 





ECONOMIC CONDITIONS AND TRADE. 


Economic conditions in 1927 showed the most 
favourable development in the history of the Republic 
for a normal year, writes Mr. E. A. de Comeau, H.M. 
Consul and Chargé d’Affaires at Santo Domingo City, 
in the course of his Report* on Economic Conditions 
in the Dominican Republic. The statistics for trade 
and commerce of the Republic as a whole were only

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surpassed on two previous occasions, these being during 
the abnormal years following the war in 1919 and 1920. 

In comparison with the year 1926 the gains in foreign 
trade were indeed noteworthy. Imports and exports 
showed a marked increase, and the year as a whole 
was an encouraging symptom of the possibilities of the 
Dominican Republic with good crops, normal political 
conditions and favourable development along economic 
lines in general. 

In the early months of 1927 there was little, if any, 
indication of the tremendous increase in export and 
import trade which was to take place during the year. 
The volume of imports and exports was subnormal in 
the early part of the year, and it was only during the 
month of March that the favourable turn began with 
the encouraging reports received relative to the unusually 
large volume of the principal cocoa crop. 


FOREIGN TRADE. 


The total foreign trade of the Dominican Republic 
in 1927 was valued at 58,962,783 dollars (U.S. currency), 
as compared with 48,573,404 dols. in 1926. Imports 
were valued at 27,784,014 dols. in 1927, as compared 
with 23,677,533 dols. in 1926, a net gain in 1927 of 
4,106,481 dols., or 17-34 per cent. Of the total imports, 
merchandise valued at 20,989,742 dols. was subject to 
duty and merchandise valued at 6,794,272 dols. was 
admitted free. The total value of the Dominican export 
trade during 1927 was 31,178,769 dols., as compared 
with 24,895,871 dols. in 1926, a net increase of 6,282,298 
dols., or 25-24 per cent. The balance of trade in favour 
of the Republic in 1927 was therefore 3,394,755 dols., 
as compared with 1,218,338 dols. in 1926. This very 
remarkable showing in the export trade of the Republic 
is explained by the greatly augmented cocoa and 
tobacco crops, which were marketed with favourable 
prices, and the more favourable returns received for 
the sugar crop. The gain in value of these three crops 
in 1927 over 1926 was 7,004,594 dols., the increase of 
specific crops being 3,645,362 dols. for cocoa, 1,390,460 
dols. for leaf tobacco and 1,968,772 dols. for raw sugar. 

The coffee crop, which showed a slight decrease in 
comparison with that of 1926, is still to be reckoned as 
an unusually large one, and the returns, both in volume 
and value, were most satisfactory. : 

The progress of the foreign trade of the Dominican 
Republic may be seen from the following table illus- 
trating imports, exports and trade balances from 1923 
to 1927 :—

PROSPECTS FOR FUTURE. 


The facts and figures given above offer an encouraging 
picture, but there is need for a word of warning. Owing 
to a prolonged drought in the early part of 1928, followed 
by excessively heavy rains,* the tobacco crop has 
suffered severely and other crops have not escaped 
damage. 

IMPORTS AND EXPoRTs. 


The United States, as in former years, continued 
during 1927 to supply the major portion of Dominican 
imports, providing 63-97 per cent. of the total. Germany

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occupied second place, supplying 7-84 per cent. Third 
place was held by Great Britain and Ireland, with 
5-56 per cent. It is interesting to note that the fourth 
place was gained by British India, with 3-61 per cent., 
largely due to the importation of jute bags for sugar- 
packing. Imports from Canada are shown in the pub- 
lished tables as accounting for -79 per cent. only, but 
it must be remembered that a large amount of 
merchandise attributed to the United States is of 
Canadian origin. 


As regards the export trade of the Dominican 
Republic 57 per cent. of the total value of 31,178,769 
dols. was accounted for by raw sugar, sugar cane and 
molasses. The export of cocoa showed a considerable 
increase over former years, representing 24 per cent. of 
all exports. Of leaf tobacco, 20,298 m. tons were ex- 
ported, valued at 2,582,486 dols., but, as has been 
noted above, this figure cannot be maintained for 1928. 
Coffee and corn (maize) were the next most considerable 
exports. 


BritTisH TRADE. 


Imports from Great Britain and Ireland during 1927 
amounted to 1,544,904 dols. The most important 
receipts from this source consisted of dry goods, tran- 
shipped rice, confectionery and preserved foodstuffs, 
galvanised sheets and hollow-ware. Much flour and 
dried and salted fish comes from Canada, but, being 
shipped from New York, figures in the American 
tables. 


OPENING FOR BRITISH TRADE. 


The chief obstacle to the development of British 
trade with this country is the lack of regular direct 
communication. Shipments from Great Britain are 
sometimes made via Jamaica, but this course entails 
great delay, for communication with Jamaica is far 
from regular or easy. Transhipment at New York 
appears at present to be the speediest method of sending 
goods. The Canadian Trade Commissioner at Havana 
recently visited the Dominican Republic, and was 
everywhere urged to impress upon Canadian shipping 
lines the benefit which would result to Canadian trade 
by a regular ship-service from the Dominion. A vum- 
plaint frequently made by Dominican importers is that 
British houses require cash against documents, whereas 
competitors grant 30, 60 or even 90 days’ credit. It is 
doubtless true that universal granting of credit is 
unwise, but some concession might well be made to the 
better-class importers, concerning whom information 
can usually be obtained through the London offices of 
the Royal Bank of Canada or the Bank of Nova Scotia, 
or through the Department of Overseas Trade. Quota- 
tions are invariably desired to be made c.i.f. Dollar 
quotations facilitate business, but are not essential. 
British weights and measures are commonly employed, 
although the metric system is required for Customs 


purposes.

Edwards, D.S.O., H.M. Consul and Chargé d’Affaires 
at Port-au-Prince in his Report on the Economic 
Conditions in the Republic of Hayti for the fiscal year 
ended 30th September, 1928 (published for the Depart- 
ment of Overseas Trade by H.M. Stationery Office, 
price ‘Is. net, post free Is. ld.). The coffee crop was 
heavy, constituting a record since the American occupa- 
tion, and the price high. Business has been good 
generally, as is shown by the figures for imports and 
exports. Commerce is not, however, on such a sound 
basis as the figures would lead one to believe. Coffee 
is still the mainstay of the country, which means that 
the main source of income both to the Government 
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and the people is dependent on the price of one com- 
modity.. Strenuous efforts are being made to improve 
the cotton crop, and the American authorities have 
also given great encouragement to the cultivation of 
sisal. The export of cotton showed a decline in quantity, 
but an increase in value over 1926-27, and was also higher 
than the average value since 1916. Logwood was the 
second most important export and showed a consider- 
able increase over previous years, both in quantity and 
in value. The banks have been more stringent in 
granting credits, which will be very beneficial to the 
commerce of the country. It is to be hoped that foreign 
firms doing business with Hayti will be less lavish with 
credits than previously, and thus support the attitude 
adopted by the banks. British firms are strongly urged 
to consult their bankers before accepting orders from 
unknown firms. 


The Government finances are undoubtedly stronger 
than they have ever been. The Public Debt has de- 
creased to *18,887,600 dollars, as against 19,941,400 dols. 
at the end of September, 1927, a difference of 1,053,800 
dols. There has been a decrease in the public debt by 
something over one million dols. a year during the last 
four years. 

Customs receipts for the year 1927-28 were un- 
precedented, amounting to the sum of 9,016,400 dols., 
exceeding those of 1926-27 by 34 per cent., and those of 
the previous record year, 1925-26, by 11 per cent. 
The year 1925-26 was also influenced by the fact that 
very large stocks of merchandise were ordered that year 
prior to the new tariff coming into force. This year 
has had no abnormal influence to affect it. Internal 
revenue amounted to 848,324 dols. 


The surplus of the year was the largest since 1919-20, 
amounting to 1,888,620 dols. This sum compares more 
than favourably with the result for 1926-27, which 
showed a deficit of 177,200 dols. 


FOREIGN TRADE. 


The year 1927-28 was a good one not only for 
the Government, but for the majority of the more 
important business houses. One of the largest importers 
has stated that last year was one of the three best his 
firm had experienced for the past fifteen years. The 
total value of imports for the complete twelve months 
was 20,248,256 dols., and exports were valued at 
22,667,200 dols. These figures showed an increase in 
imports of 4,496,856 dols., and in exports of 7,368,200 
dols. over the year ended 30th September, 1927. This 
good result was caused by the exceptionally heavy coffee 
crop and the high prices prevailing for this commodity. 


BritisH TRADE. 


Imports from the United Kingdom showed a very 
satisfactory increase. The total value was 1,354,777 
dols., as against 787,912 dols. for the year 1926-27. 
The value of imports from the United Kingdom amounted 
to 6-69 per cent. of the total, as compared with 5-02 
per cent. for the previous year. These figures are 
particularly satisfactory as the market was not affected 
by possible changes in the tariff, which cause fluctuations 
of an unsound nature. It may be noted that the United 
Kingdom is the only country that has increased its 
imports into Hayti to any extent. Increases were 
largest in dry goods, more especially in plain woven 
cloths, twilled or figured in the loom, yarns (vegetable 
fibres), biscuits, malt liquors and distilled spirits, agri- 
cultural tools and implements, corrugated iron sheets, 
wire, automobile tyres and washing soap. 


It is interesting to note that of the above articles, 
automobile tyres and washing soap have begun to take 
an important place in this market. British washing 
soap was non-existent three years ago and tyres had 
almost disappeared from the market. Biscuits are 
gradually increasing, and the sales have improved since 
several leading British manufacturers appointed agents. 
British-made agricultural tools and implements, such as 





* United States Currency. 
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hoes, etc., are certainly the most popular in this market 
owing to their excellent quality. 

Jute bags showed a very marked falling off in the value 
of those from the United Kingdom. Holland sold very 
heavily during the past year. It is a pity, as there is a 
steady demand for this article, both for coffee and sugar. 


INDUSTRY AND PRODUCTION. 


very effort is being made to increase the agricultural 
production of the country. Apart from coffee and 
sugar, cotton and sisal are being planted with consider- 
able success. Several sisal companies have been formed 
with American capital and, while it is yet too early to 
state definitely, the results would appear to be satis- 


| factory. 


Sugar.—The total exports of raw sugar from Hayti 
during the year amounted to 12,016,554 kilogs., as 
against 9,841,398 kilogs. in 1926-27. 

Coffee.—A total of 41,146,804 kilogs. of coffee were 
exported, mostly to France. A certain amount was 


| shipped to Holland, Germany, Spain, etc., but this 


coffee is purchased rather for speculation and re-sale 
to the French market than for home consumption, and 
is not really indicative of new markets. The value of 
the crop was 17,916,462 dols. This was a record year. 


(Cotton.—Raw cotton to the value of 2,001,320 dols. 
was exported, and the total weight was 4,427,337 kilogs. 
Although the amount was not quite so large as in previous 
years, the price obtained was higher. Cotton seed 





' cake to the value of 144,811 dols. (6,415,465 kilogs.) was 


exported. 

Logwood.—Exports showed an increase, both in value 
(706,968 dols.) and amount (36,361,678 kilogs.). The 
bulk of this product is shipped to the United States. 


Trade Notes. 


THE PARKGATE COAL SEAM. 





A Report* on the Parkgate Seam of the South - 


Yorkshire area of the Yorkshire, Nottinghamshire and 
Derbyshire coalfield has recently been issued. The 
Parkgate Seam in this area ranks second only to the 
Barnsley Seam. It occurs at a distance of some 300 ft. 
above the Silkstone Seam (which is taken as the base 
of the Middle Coal Measures) and can be traced over 
the major portion of the coalfield, though outside the 
South Yorkshire area it receives different names. 

The Report gives the results of a comprehensive and 
detailed examination, from floor to roof, of sixteen 
complete sections of the seam taken at different points 
well distributed over the area. Each section was divided 
into sub-sections, the number of which depended upon 
the number of distinct types of coal seen in the section. 
Samples representing the average composition of each 
sub-section and of the whole seam section were prepared 
and analysed. Proximate and ultimate analyses, deter- 
minations of the calorific values and of the melting 
points of the ash, and laboratory carbonisation assays 
in the Gray-King apparatus were carried out upon each 
sample. In addition, samples of the four banded con- 
stituents (vitrain, clarain, durain and fusain) were picked 
by hand from each section and submitted to proximate 
and ultimate analysis. 

Appendices to the Report deal with general considera- 
tions of the uses of Parkgate coal for various purposes, 
and with a comparison of the value of Parkgate and 
Barnsley “‘ hards ” for use as a locomotive fuel. 

The Report includes a map of the South Yorkshire 
area, diagrams of the sections of the seam used for this 
investigation, and photographs of typical cokes from the 
Gray-King assay.

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LECTURES ON TROPICAL HYGIENE.

The course will consist of nine lectures, and, in addition 
to providing simple rules for guidance -in regard to pre- 
paration for life in the tropics and personal hygiene, 
will include a short account of some of the more common 
diseases, with advice on measures of protection against 
them and on simple methods of self-treatment.

“Baron Kinnaird,” and s.s. ““Orsova,”’ 
to various United Kingdom ports: Beef, crops, 1,095, 
hinds, 714, lbs., 879; mutton, carcases, 1,567; lamb, 
carcases, 708; rabbits, boxes, 2,908; tongues, bags, 
65; tails, bags, 62; kidneys, crates, 84; sultanas, lbs., 
36,400; tallow, casks, 57; canned apricots, cases, 
29,128; butter, boxes, 32,574; preserved milk, boxes, 
1,000; dried apricots, lbs., 4,928; wool, greasy, bales, 
13,107, scoured, bales, 663; sheepskins, number, 14,879 ; 
wheat, centals, 150,197; and wine, gallons, 19,346. 





SOUTH AFRICAN TRADE IN FEBRUARY. 


The Standard Bank of South Africa, Limited, announce 
that, according to a cable received from their Pretoria 
office, the Department of Customs estimates the total 
value of imports through all Union Ports during 
February at £6,215,622, as against £6,095,787, audited, 
in the corresponding month of last year, and the value 
of exports (excluding gold and diamonds) from the 
Union at £3,347,386, against £4,009,183 audited in 
February, 1928. The value of gold and specie exported 
was £3,932,268, against £4,434,931. 





SOUTH AFRICAN PRODUCE SHIPMENTS. 


The High Commissioner for the Union of South Africa 
in London has been advised by cable from the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Pretoria, that during the week 
ended 23rd February, the following quantities of South 
African produce were shipped to United Kingdom 
ports :—Wool, scoured, bales, 467, grease, bales, 5,876; 
mohair, bales, 55; hides, wet, bales, 1,104, dry, bales, 
537; sheepskins, bales, 395; goatskins, bales, 147; 
wattle bark, tons, 11; wattle extract, lbs., 84,361; 
tobacco, cases, 5; maize meal, bags, 144; chop, bags, 
7,608 ; maize in bulk, tons, 2,282; grapes, boxes, 31,002 ; 
pears, boxes, 29,496; peaches, boxes, 27,438; plums, 
boxes, 12,568; prunes, boxes, 5,015; pines, boxes, 3,127 ; 
nectarines, boxes, 2,842; apples, boxes, 145; melons, 
boxes, 80; granadillas, boxes, 58; and mangoes, 
boxes, 42. 





INDIAN WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows to the Indian Trade Com- 
missioner in London on the season and crops in India 
for the weeks ended on the dates stated :— 


RAINFALL. 


Calcutta, 4th March: During the week ended 
3rd March rainfall was widespread, with hail in Simla 
and the Kumaon Hills on one day and nearly general 
in Assam on one day. Elsewhere the weather was dry, 
except for a few thunder showers in places. 
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CROPS. 


Madras, 23rd February: The weather generaliy was 
dry. The condition of standing crops is generally fair 
to good, except in parts of Bellary and Ramnad. The 
outturns of paddy in the Carnatic and the Central and 
Southern districts and on the West Coast, and of dry 
crops in parts of the Circars and the Central and Southern 
districts, are generally fair to normal. 

Bihar and Orissa, 25th February : Rainfall was prac- 
tically nil. Standing rabi crops are doing well. In the 
Feudatory States of Orissaand Chota Nagpur the weather 
was seasonable. 

Punjab, 25th February : The weather was dry, except 
for light showers in parts of Rawalpindi. Rain is badly 
needed. The condition of standing irrigated crops is 
generally average, and of unirrigated crops is below the 
average. Frost and severe cold weather have affected 
standing crops in parts of many districts. 

Bengal, 27th February : The weather was practically 
dry, and rain is needed for the cultivation of jute and 
paddy and the growth of standing crops. 

Central Provinces, 25th February: Clear weather 
prevailed generally. Rainfall was light in the Mandla, 
Seoni, Chindwara and Yeotmal districts and the Nagpur 
and Chattisgarh divisions. Rust on wheat and linseed 
is reported from some Northern districts. Light showers 
fell in seven Feudatory States. 

Assam, 4th March: The weather generally was 
seasonable and favourable for the cultivation and 
growth of crops. Crop outturns are fair. 





BRITISH WEST INDIES CROPS AND TRADE. 


Barclays Bank (Dominion, Colonial and Overseas) 
have received the following information in reports from 
their managers in the West Indies :— 


Barbados.—The opening days of 1929 brought fair 
weather, but cables dated 14th February reported that 
more rain was wanted. The sugar crop is expected to 
be well up to last year’s high total, but the market con- 
tinues depressed. ‘Trade is somewhat quiet, Total 
exports of sugar in 1928 were 62,659 tons, ag against 
53,106 tons in 1927, and molasses 7,229,181 gallons, 
against 8,268,690 gals. 

Trinidad.—Weather has been very favourable to 
sugar plantations, and reaping was expected to begin 
about mid-February. The crop is expected to exceed 
the average. Cocoa crop estimates have had to be 
considerably reduced, as a result of excessive moisture 
caused through heavy rains in November and December. 
Prospects of the coconut and copra industry are favour- 
able. The coffee crop is a good one. Shipments of 
asphalt during 1928 amounted to 152,287 tons, as com- 
pared with 186,360 tons in 1927. 


Jamaica.—Weather has been quite favourable, and 
the sugar crop is expected to be larger than for some 
seasons. The output of bananas in 1929 is expected to 
be very large, as the acreage was considerably increased 
during the past year. Trade generally has been quiet. 
Exports of sugar in 1928 were 44,392 tons, against 
50,002 tons in 1927 ; of bananas 17,203,039 stems, against 
21,074,612 stems; of coconuts, 30,769,890, against 
32,176,175; of coffee, 8,769,936 Ibs., against 8,972,357 
lbs.; and pimento, 8,691,312 Ibs., against 9,742,992 Ibs. 


Leeward Islands.—In Antigua and St. Kitts rain has 
been needed, and in Dominica the weather has been dry 
and cool. Sugar canes in Antigua and St. Kitts have 
shown marked recovery from the effects of the hurricane 
.of September and the shortage in the crops is not now 

expected to be as large as was originally estimated. 
Trade has been rather quiet. 


Windward Islands.—Rainfall in Grenada has been 
excessive. In St. Vincent conditions have been favour- 
able to crops. The cocoa crop in Grenada is backward. 
In St. Lucia sugar canes are ripening well and a good 
Pay expected. Trade throughout this group has 
‘been dull. 
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British Guiana.— Weather has been favourable, though 
rains have not been as heavy as required. Copra has 
made good prices and exports have increased. The 
market for balata has improved. Exports of bauxite 
have been normal. Trade has been dull. 





FOREIGN TRADE OF BARBADOS. 


According to the Barbados Report for 1927-28 
(H.M. Stationery Office, price ls. net) imports and 
exports during 1927 amounted in value to £2,278,243 
and £1,603,531, as compared with £2,153,167 and 
£1,287,161 respectively in 1927. The increase in imports 
was mainly due to larger consignments of cotton manu- 
factures, machinery, manures, cotton seed for pressing, 
and motor cars. 

The principal exports were molasses, £1,242,335; 
sugar, £815,637; cotton, £25,810, and rum, £2,315. 

The chief countries of origin of the imports were the 
United Kingdom, £764,320; the United States, £453,710, 
and Canada, £439,350. Other parts of the British 
Empire absorbed £420,737. As regards exports, Canada 
took £1,024,297; the United Kingdom, £141,078; other 
parts of the British Empire, £76,489, and the United 
States, £58,279. 





CHAMBERS OF COMMERCE IN COLOMBIA. 


The Anglo-Colombian Chamber of Commerce in 
London reports that three new Chambers of Commerce 
have recently been formed in Colombia, in the towns of 
Buenaventura, Girardot and Armenia. The total number 
of towns in which Chambers of Commerce are established 
is now 18, the others being Bogota, Bucaramanga, Cali, 
Cartagena, Cucuta, Honda, Ibague, Manizales, Medellin, 
Neiva, Pasto, Pereira, Popayan, Santa-Marta and 
Tunja. 





COSTA RICAN CONSULAR INVOICE 
REGULATIONS. 


With reference to previous notices in the “ Journal ” 
regarding Consular Invoices for goods shipped to Costa 
Rica, the Board of Trade have now received a copy of 
the revised regulations which were issued on 9th January, 
and are to come into force on Ist April. 


The new regulations provide, inter alia, that Consular 
Invoices must contain the place and date of issue, the 
name and address of the seller or shipper, the ports of 
shipment and of destination, the marks, numbers, 
quantity and class of the packages, a specification of 
the goods, the gross and net weight in words and figures, 
the detailed value of the goods and amount of expenses 
in words and figures, specifying the currency used, the 
signature of the seller or shipper or of an authorised 
representative, the name of the ship and the date of 
sailing. The particulars must be in Spanish and quanti- 
ties must be expressed in the metric system. Consular 
Invoice forms can be obtained from Costa Rican Consular 
Officers at a small charge. The invoices must be authenti- 
cated by a Costa Rican Consular Officer at the place of 
despatch or port of shipment, but no fee is chargeable 
for this service. In the absence of a Costa Rican 
Consular Officer at either place, authentication may be 
made by the Consul of a friendly nation, preferably of 
a Central American country. If fees are chargeable by 
such Consuls, their value will be repaid to importers in 
Costa Rica on presentation of the Consular Invoice. 


Four copies of the Invoice are required, the original 
of which must be signed, although the other three may 
be stamped. 

In case of doubt as to the accuracy of the statements 
made on the invoices, the Consular Officer may demand 
to see a Bill of Lading, or any other documents necessary 
to check these statements, and such statements shall be 
regarded as sworn statements, and can be used against 
consignees, if necessary. 
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A commercial Invoice may be accepted in lieu of a 
Consular Invoice, for authentication, on condition that 
it contains all the above requirements. 


The Consular Tax which is, in general, 1 per cent. of 
the value of the goods as declared in the Consular 
Invoice (2 per cent. in the case of liquors and 4 per cent. 
in the case of articles of prime necessity) will be collected 
in Costa Rica, when goods are cleared from the Customs, 
by means of special stamps. Goods which are duty free 
in the Customs Tariff will be exempt from the tax. 


With regard to goods sent by Parcel Post, Consular 
Invoices, or such documents as are usually required for 
Customs purposes, must be furnished, except when the 
value of the goods is under 100 colones (approximately 
£5).

UNITED STATES INDUSTRY AND TRADE. 


Industry in the United States is operating at a level 
above a year ago; wholesale and jobbing trade has 
improved but retail trade is slightly below recent levels, 
states a cable received by the London Office of the 
Guaranty Trust Company of New York. The severely 
cold weather has impaired business in some sections, low 
temperatures checked building, lumber production and 
mining ; bad roads have made deliveries difficult. 


Sales of department stores in January were 5 per cent. 
above a year ago, but January, 1929, had one more 
business day. Manufacturing operations during the 
month, as indicated by consumption of electrical energy, 
were 4-1 per cent. above December and 11-9 per cent. 
above January, 1928; the increase reflects stimulated 
activity in the automotive industries, rolling mills and 
steel plants. Building contracts in January in 37 
States east of the Rocky Mountains were valued at 
409,967,900 dollars, being 5 per cent. below December 
and 4 per cent. under January, 1928. 


Merchandise exports from the United States in 


January were valued at 491,000,000 dols., 2s compared - 


with 410,778,000 dols. in the first month of last year. 
Imports of merchandise amounted to 371,000,000 dols., 
as against 337,916,000 dols. a year ago. Professor 
Irving Fisher’s index of wholesale commodity prices 
for the week ended 23rd February was 98-0 per cent., 
as against 97-6 per cent. in the previous week and 97-1 
per cent. two weeks earlier.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR. 





RESULTS REVIEWED. 


WHiIte Ciry. 


Despite adverse weather conditions the British 
Industries Fair at White City, which closed on Friday 
last, once again succeeded in achieving a record in 
attendances, the figures for this year, as compared 
with those of 1928, being as follows :— 


1929. 1928. 
Buyers 113,086 103,811 
Public 32,738 28,484 


The general impression as to business results appears 
to have been ‘that overseas orders and enquiries were at 
least as good as, if not better than, those of the previous 
Fair. Home business, on the other hand, although 
many firms in all sections reported extremely satisfactory 
results, was probably not up to the excellent standard 
of 1928. It is probable, however, that many of the 
enquiries made by the home trade will mature in orders 
later in the year. 

It was only to be expected, in view of the quietening 
effect on the Christmas trade of His Majesty’s illness, 
the subsequent severe weather which has slowed up 
business generally, and the lull which is inevitable with 
a general election pending, that home business should be 
less active than in normal circumstances. 

The attendance of buyers from all parts of the world 
was satisfactory, and the following countries were par- 
ticularly active in placing orders and making promising 
enquiries :— 

Canada, Australia, the United States, Holland and 
India. 

There was also evidence of increasing Continental 
interest in the Fair. 

While business in most sections was reasonably satis- 
factory, there is much evidence to show that good 
business was done in the following sections: Jewellery 
and Electro-Plate; Leather and Fancy Goods; Toys 
and Games; Wireless; Textiles, and Boots and Shoes. 

Great interest was also aroused by the splendid 
displays of Pottery and Glassware, Sports Goods, Food- 
stuffs and Chemicals. The new section of Sports Craft 
and Motor Boats also scored a success. 


BIRMINGHAM, 


Attendances at Birmingham were as follows :— 


1929. 1928. 
Buyers 69,000 103,000 
Public 12,000 14,000 


The falling off in attendance was attributed to the 
exceptionally severe weather and the prevalence of 
the *flu epidemic, but there are numerous reports of 
extremely good business in the Section. 


EMPIRE MARKETING BOARD. 


Exhibitors in the Empire Marketing Board Section 
are highly satisfied with the results of their display and 
without exception report trade enquiries in large 
numbers, with, in many cases, the prospect of orders on 
a considerable scale to follow. It may now be safely 
taken for granted that Canada, a newcomer to the Fair 
this year, will be regularly represented in future. 

In the Home Section the centre of attraction was 
the display of National Mark eggs. There were also a 
large number of enquiries for Scottish wool, English and 
Scottish seed potatoes, and for canned fruit and fish, 
both for home and export. Glass-house produce was 
in great demand, especially by buyers in the catering 
trades. 
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Numerous enquiries were received by Northern 
Ireland for agricultural produce, and by the Irish Free 
State in connection with the products of its cottage 
industries. 


‘* Emphatically the Canadian Section has been well 
worth while,” said the Canadian Trade Commissioner. 
‘* We are very pleased with the Fair and its results,” 
stated the Director of Australian Trade Publicity. New 
Zealand reports that her display has been ‘‘ eminently 
worth while.” South Africa was unable to cope with 
the demand for samples of goods which were on sale. 
India met “a surprising number of enquiries from all 
over the world,” and representatives of the other British 
Possessions participating expressed abundant satisfaction 
with the Fair.

CYPRUS. 


FOREIGN TRADE IN DECEMBER QUARTER, 1928. 
(From the Trade Commissioner for Cyprus in London.) 


A continued increase in imports is recorded. The total 
value of £534,594 during the fourth quarter o: 1928 was an 
improvement of nearly £80,000 on the corresponding period 
of 1927. Increases occurred chiefly in flour, edible oils, 
machinery and motor cars, while there was a slight falling 
off in timber and cotton piece-goods. 


Exports showed a decline of £54,000, as compared with 
those of December quarter of the previous year. ‘The 
total value was £389,484, and the commodities showing 
the greatest fall were carobs, barley and raisins. On the 
other hand, exports of wheat, potatoes, tobacco, pyrites 
and raw silk showed a satisfactory increase. 





GOLD COAST COLONY. 


FOREIGN TRADE IN NOVEMBER, 1928. 


The Director of the Gold Coast Government Commercial 
Intelligence Bureau in London has furnished a statement 
of the foreign trade of the Colony for November last, which 
shows that the total value of imports and exports (excluding 
coin) amounted to £1,149,770 and £1,524,079 respectively. 
The comparative figures for the corresponding month in 
1927 were £1,172,450 and £1,573,043. 

As regards imports, the principal items according to 
value were: Cotton piece-goods, printed, £180,928; motor 
cars, £50,863; iron and steel manufactures, £42,638; gin,

GERMANY. 


KIEL CANAL TRAFFIC IN 1928. 
(From the British Consul-General.) 
HAMBURG. 

The volume of traffic through the Kiel Canal during 
1928 is regarded as satisfactory, 54,102 vessels, aggregating 
net register tons of 20,308,311, making the transit, as 
against 53,422 vessels of 20,880,625 net reg. tons in 1927. 
Of the 54,102 vessels, 27,171 were registered as steamers 
and motor vessels with an aggregate tonnage of 18,533,310 
net reg. tons, 24,239 of a total net reg. tons of 1,164,051 
as sailing vessels, and 2,253 of a total net reg. tons of 
569,114 as lighters and barges. 

Compared with 1913, in which year 53,282 vessels, 
aggregating 10,348,929 net reg. tons, passed through the 
Canal, the traffic shows an increase of 100 per cent. in 
tonnage, while the average size of the vessels using the 
Canal has also doubled. The receipts of the Canal, however, 
have not increased in proportion to the volume of traffic, 
and the total earnings are now only sufficient to cover the 
bare cost of upkeep.

GRAIN DISCHARGING AT PIRAGUS. 


The Greek Legation in London states that the Pirzeus 
Harbour Authorities report that all steamers entering that 
port carrying grain may go alongside the quay and unload 
their cargoes direct on the quay. 

By this improvement it is estimated that the daily 
unloading of grain is now increased to 600 tons, instead of 
only 400 tons. Up-to-date silos in the harbour are 
expected to be completed and ready for use at the 
beginning of next year.

CUSTOMS AGREEMENT MODIFIED. 


The Board of Trade have received copy of a Protoco} 
dated September, 1928, amending Article II. of the 
Customs Agreement of 1924 entered into between the 
Governments of the Union of South Africa, Southern 
Rhodesia and Northern Rhodesia. 

Article II. of the Agreement provided for the enforce. 
ment in Northern and Southern Rhodesia of the Union 
Customs Tariff in force at the time of the signing of the 
Agreement, subject to such modifications as were provided 
for in the Agreement. The Protocol provides for the 
addition of a clause to Article II. entitling the Governments 
of Northern and Southern Rhodesia to increase the rates 
of Customs duties on goods imported into their territories 
from any country the Government whereof is not a party 
to the Agreement, provided that such increased rates do 
not exceed the maximum rates leviable in the Union on the 
same goods at the date of such increase. — a 

The remainder of the Agreement (particulars of which 
were published in the “‘ Journal” of 5th February, 1926 
(page 184)) is unaffected. 





EGYPT—JUGO-SLAVIA. 


EXCHANGE OF NOTES. 


The Board of Trade are informed that in virtue of an 
exchange of notes between Egypt and Jugo-Slavia, 
Egyptian goods on importation into Jugo-Slavia and Jugo- 
Slav goods on importation into Egypt are to enjoy most- 
favoured-nation treatment on terms of reciprocity. 

The agreement is not to apply as regards the treat- 
ment accorded by Egypt to Sudanese goods and to goods 
of certain surrounding countries in virtue of regional con- 
ventions, or to that accorded by Jugo-Slavia to products 
of surrounding countries in order to facilitate frontier 
traffic. 

The agreement is a temporary arrangement and may be 
denounced by either party at three months’ notice. It 
came into operation on 29th January.

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continued. 





The duties on a considerable number of articles—an indica- 
tion of the more important of which is given below—have 
been revised, and some articles, formerly duty-free, are 
now subject to a small ad valorem duty. The Preferential 
Tariff in respect of goods of Empire origin has been main- 
tained, but the amount or proportion of the Preference 
accorded has been modified in the case of some goods on 
which the duties have been revised. 


Dutiable Value.—The Ordinance has effected a modifica- 
tion of the method of assessing ad valorem duties, Section 
4 thereof providing as follows :— 


(1) The duty on goods rated ad valorem shall be calculated 
on the value of the said goods, including therein the value 
of all packages, receptacles, coverings, wrappings, or other 
packing material, and all charges made in respect of the 
packing and preparation for shipment of such goods at the 
place of exportation. 


(2) The value of any article for the purposes of this 
Section shall be taken to be the price which an importer 
would give for the article if the article were delivered, 
freight and insurance paid, in bond at the port of importa- 
tion, and duty shall be paid on that value as fixed by the 
Comptroller of Customs. 


Tariff Changes.—The following statement shows some of 
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the changes in the revised as compared with the former 
Tariff. Only the rates under the “ British Preferential ”’ 
Tariff are shown. The “‘General’’ Tariff rates are twice the 
“British Preferential’’ rates, unless otherwise indicated :—

The duty on goods not specifically mentioned in the 
dutiable lists or not specially exempted from duty has 
been reduced from 20 to 16% per cent. ad valorem under 
the British Preferential Tariff, and from 40 to 334 per cent. 
ad valorem in the General Tariff. 

The specific duties of the Tariff (some of which are 
quoted above) remain subject to the surtax of 25 or 30 per

cent. All goods subject to ad valorem duty are required to 
pay a surtax of 5 per cent. of the duty payable when 
imported by parcel post.

SALES TAX REDUCED (BUDGET RESOLUTION). 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in Canada reports, by 
cable, that the Minister of Finance announced in the 
Dominion House of Commons on Ist March, that the general 
rate of the sales tax was to be reduced, as from 2nd March, 
from 3 to 2 per cent. of the sale price or duty paid value of 
goods of a class subject to the tax. 





TARIFF CHANGES (BUDGET RESOLUTION). 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in Canada reports, by 
cable, that several Tariff changes, effective as from 2nd 
March, were announced in the Dominion House of Commons 
on lst March by the Minister of Finance. All the changes 
represent reductions of duty, except that power is taken to 
impose a duty, in specified circumstances, on copper rods 
coming from countries subjected to “intermediate ’’ or 
‘general’? Tariff treatment. The Tariff changes made are 
shown in the following statement which, being based on 
telegraphic information, is subject to correction or comple- 
tion when fuller information becomes available. The 
comparison of duties cannot be taken as completely accurate, 
owing to changes in the Tariff nomenclature.

A Proclamation recently issued by the Government of 
Trengganu fixes the duty to be paid on Para rubber 
exported from that State at 2} per cent. of the value 
calculated on a price to be fixed from time to time by the 
Superintendent of Customs. 





UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA. 





EXPORT OF DRIED FRUIT AND NUTS. 


Government Notice No. 144 issued on the 25th January 
contains the text of revised regulations regarding the export 
from the Union of dried fruit and nuts, which have been 
issued under the provisions of the Agricultural Produce 
Export Act of 1917 (No. 35 of 1917). These regulations, 
which differ but little from those formerly in force, pre- 
scribe the grades, standards and general conditions to 
which dried fruit and nuts intended for export must con- 
form, specify the methods of packing, and make pro- 
vision for inspection and for the branding and labelling 
of the containers. 

The goods affected are dried nectarines, peaches, apricots, 
plums (prunes), pears, currants, raisins, sultanas, figs, 
mebos, and apples, and walnuts, almonds, pecans, etc.

ALGERIA. 


INTERNAL TAX ON MOTOR SPIRIT 
INCREASED. 


The “ Journal Officiel ’’(Paris) for 26th February contains 
a Decree, dated 6th February, which increases from 10 to 
15 francs per hectolitre the internal tax levied in Algeria 
(including the Southern Territories) on petroleum spirit or 
other mineral spirit and on products used as fuel in vehicles 
with engines. 





BULGARIA. 


STORAGE DUES; TARIFF TREATMENT OF 
PACKING FOR GOODS. 


H.M. Representative at Sofia has forwarded particulars 
of an amendment of the Bulgarian Customs Law which 
was passed by the Sobranje on 7th December last and 
published in the State Gazette of 13th January. The 
amendment affects Arts. 109-111 of the Law (relating to 
storage fees) and Art. 214 (relating to the Tariff treatment 
of ready-made containers for imported and exported 
goods). 

Storage Fees.—Storage fees are levied on goods left in 
Customs warehouses, depdts, etc., at the rate of 0-10 leva 
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per diem for each item, parcel, package, banderole, sealed 
bag forwarded by post, and 0-50 leva per diem for every 
100 kilogs. (gross weight) or part thereof for merchandise 
otherwise transported. Goods not cleared within 30 days 
from their acceptance by the Customs are liable, after such 
period, to double fees for the whole period of storage. 


Storage fees are not levied for ten days from the accept- 
ance of the goods by the Customs. The following are 
also exempt from storage fees, viz., mail parcels destined 
for places where no Customs house exists or which are 
returned to the sender at his request within three months 
from the date of Customs acceptance, goods destined for 
certain Customs houses and stored in others on account 
of errors in ships’ manifests, or misdirection by railway 
stations, if forwarded within two months to the proper 
Customs house; goods detained in the Customs for 
analysis or other verification, during the period of such 
analysis, etc.; goods detained by the Customs as a result 
of Customs disputes, during the period when the dispute 
is being discussed; damaged goods resulting from the 
wrecking or stranding of vessels, if cleared or returned by 
the importer within three months of their acceptance by 
the Customs; confiscated goods for the period of con- 
fiscation or until their release, purchase, re-export or 
destruction; homogeneous, heavy and bulky goods cleared 
without unloading from trucks, or unloaded direct from 
ships into trucks or private warehouses or bonded ware- 
houses; and in a few other cases. 


Containers.—Article 214, as revised, deals with the con- 
ditions under which exemption from import and export 
duty is accorded for ready-made containers, bags, packing 
cloth and small sacks imported to be filled with local goods 
for re-export; for similar packing imported full, to be 
re-exported either empty or filled with local goods; and 
for similar packing exported temporarily for re-import 
filled with foreign goods.

CZECHOSLOVAKIA. 





-XPORT DUTY ON RAGS, ETC., REDUCED. 


[In virtue of a Decree dated 12th February the export 
duty levied under No. 658 of the Czechoslovak Customs 
has been reduced from 9-6 to 1 Cz. kr. per 100 kilogs. 
This reduced export duty applies to rags and other waste 
for the manufacture of paper, i.e., linen, cotton, silk and 
woollen rags, even macerated (half pulp, solid or liquid 
paper pulp), paper cuttings, old written and printed paper, 
old nets and cordage. 





FRANCE. 


TEMPORARY DUTY-FREE ADMISSION OF 
ARTIFICIAL SILK YARN. 


The Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Paris 
reports that it has been decided, as an exceptional measure, 
to grant facilities for the temporary duty-free admission 
into France of fixed quantities of artificial silk yarn to be 
wound on spools or cops, for “ reflottage,’’ dyeing, sizing 
or twisting, whether these operations are effected separately 
or not. It is understood that such imports will also be 
exempt from the 2 per cent. import (Turnover) tax. In 
principle the processed yarn must be re-exported within 
six months. 





FRANCE AND ALGERIA. 


IMPORT OF FOREIGN PEPPER PERMITTED. 


The French ‘ Journal Officiel ’’ for lst March contains a 
Decree, dated 22nd February, which withdraws the pro- 
hibition on the import of foreign pepper into France and 
Algeria.

PORTUGAL. 


IMPORT AND EXPORT TARIFFS MODIFIED. 


The ‘‘ Diario do Governo ”’ for 27th February contains 
a Decree (No. 16,544) dated 23rd February and effective 
as from the date of publication which modifies the Portu- 
guese import and export Tariffs in so far as concerns live- 
stock and certain agricultural products. A summarised 
translation of the Decree, with a comparison of the former 
and revised import duties on the articles affected, is given 
below :— 

Art. 1. The import and export of the animals and 
agricultural products specified below are free from restric- 
tion, subject to the payment of the respective duties. 

The Ministers of Finance and Agriculture are authorised 
to modify the provisions of this Decree temporarily should 
the conditions of supply and price in the local markets 
render this course desirable.

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LATVIA. 


CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN FOR BRITISH 
GOODS. 


In virtue of an arrangement recently concluded between 
H.M. Government and the Government of Latvia, certifi- 
cates of origin for goods produced or manufactured in the 
United Kingdom, Canada, India, British Crown Colonies 
and Protectorates and British Mandated Territories (except 
Palestine), imported into Latvia, have been exempted from 
compulsory legalisation by Latvian diplomatic or consular 
officers. In addition, as a result of the arrangement, the 
certificates of origin covering such goods need not bear a 
statement as to the percentage of the value of British labour 
and/or material contained in the goods to which they 
relate. 





POLAND. 


EXPORT DUTIES ON PIGS AND PORK. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Warsaw 
reports that, under a Ministerial Order dated Ist February, 
provision is made for the imposition of export duties on 
pigs and pork. The export duties amount to 30 zlote per 
head in the case of live pigs or whole carcasses, 15 zlote 
each in the case of half carcasses, and 50 zlote per 100 kilogs. 
in the case of untreated fresh, salted or frozen pork (not 
including heads and offal, separately exported). Such 
goods may, however, be exported without payment of any 
duty under permit from the Ministry of Trade and Industry ; 
and exemption from duty is also granted, under similar con- 
ditions, to stud pigs exported by breeders and breeding 
organisations. 





SPAIN. 





PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period February 28th to March 10th in respect of import 
and export duties, Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish 
silver coins or notes of the Bank of Spain has been fixed 
at 24-38 per cent. 

(This applies to 50 per cent. of the duties, the remaining 
50 per cent., as notified in the “ Journal ”’ of 15th November, 
1928, being payable in gold coin or in gold currency cheques 
drawn on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or foreign 
banks established in Spain.) 


DEPRECIATED CURRENCY SURTAX. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports that the “coefficients”? to be used during the 
month of March in ascertaining the depreciated currency 
surtax of imported goods are to be applied on the basis of

IMPORT OF FUR-BEARING ANIMALS. 


The “ Recueil des Lois Fédérales”’ for 20th February 
contains a Decree, dated 8th February and effective on 
15th March, which provides that fur-bearing animals may 
only be imported into Switzerland under individual licences 
to be issued by the Federal Veterinary Office. The animals 
are to be accompanied by official certificates of health or 
origin testifying that they come from a region where no 
case of contagious illness has been found among animals 
of their kind within the preceding forty days, and they 
are also to be subject to veterinary inspection at the Swiss 
frontier, for which a fee of 3 frs. per animal will be charged.

PARLIAMENT IN PURSUANCE OF SECTION 7 OF 
THE MERCHANDISE MARKS ACT, 1926. 


STATUTORY RULES AND ORDERS, 1929, No. 


At the Court of Buckingham Palace, the day of 
, 1929. 
Present : 


Whereas His Majesty was pleased by His Commission 
dated the 4th day of December, 1928, to nominate and 
appoint Her Majesty The Queen, His Royal Highness 
The Prince of Wales, K.G., K.T., K.P., G.C.S.1L., G.C.M.G., 
G.C.LE., G.C.V.0., G.B.E., His Royal Highness The Duke 
of York, K.G., K.T , G.C.V.O., the Most Reverend Father 
in God Cosmo Gordon, Archbishop of Canterbury, the 
Right Honourable Douglas McGarel, Baron Hailsham, 
Lord High Chancellor of Great Britain, and the Right 
Honourable Stanley Baldwin, Prime Minister and First 
Lord of the Treasury, or any three of them, during His 
Majesty’s illness, to summon and hold on His Majesty’s 
behalf His Privy Council, and to signify thereat His 
Majesty’s approval of any matter or thing to which His 
Majesty’s approval in Council is required : 


And whereas by subsection (1) of Section 2 of the 
Merchandise Marks Act, 1926 (16 & 17 Geo. 5. c. 53), it is 
provided that after an enquiry in relation to goods of any 
class or description has on a reference from the appropriate 
department been held by a committee appointed for the 
purposes of the said Act, and the report of the committee 
on the matter has been taken into consideration by the 
department, that department may, unless it appears to 
them that the trade of the United Kingdom or the trade 
generally of other parts of His Majesty’s Dominions with 
the United Kingdom would be prejudiced if imported goods 
of that class or description for use or consumption in the 
United Kingdom were prohibited to be sold unless they 
bear an indication of origin, make a representation to His 
Majesty that it is desirable that an Order should be made 
under the said Section 2, and His Majesty in Council may 
thereupon, subject to the provisions of the said Act, make 
an Order prohibiting the sale or exposure for sale in the 
United Kingdom of imported goods of that class or descrip- 
tion unless they bear an indication of origin. 





And whereas in accordance with the provisions of the 
said section an enquiry in relation to imported Rose Trees 
has, on a reference from the appropriate department, 
namely, the Minister of Agriculture and Fisheries, the 


Secretary of State for the Home Department and the 


Secretary of State for Scotland acting jointly (hereinafter 
called ‘“‘the Department”) been held by a committee 
appointed for the purposes of the said Act, and the report 
of that committee has been taken into consideration by the 
Department : 


And whereas it does not appear to the Department that 
the trade of the United Kingdom or the trade generally of 
other parts of His Majesty’s Dominions with the United 
Kingdom would be prejudiced if Rose Trees imported for 
use or consumption in the United Kingdom were prohibited 
to be sold unless they bear an indication of origin, and the 
Department has accordingly made representations to His 
Majesty that it is desirable that an Order should be made 
under the said Section 2: 


Now, therefore, Her Majesty The Queen, His Royal 
Highness The Prince of Wales, His Royal Highness The 
Duke of York, His Grace the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
the Lord High Chancellor of Great Britain, and the Prime 
Minister and First Lord of the Treasury, being authorised 
thereto by His Majesty’s said Commission, in pursuance of 
the powers vested in them by the said Act, and of all other 
powers enabling them in that behalf, by and with the advice 
of His Majesty’s Privy Council, on His Majesty’s behalf are 
pleased to order, and it is hereby ordered, as follows :-— 

1. It shall not be lawful to sell or expose for sale in the 
United Kingdom any imported rose trees unless they bear 
an indication of origin. 

2. The indication of origin shall be legibly and durably 
marked in a conspicuous manner either :— 

(i) on a metal or wooden label securely attached by 
wire or other metal fastening to the collar of each rose 
tree; or 

(ii) on a metal band clasped round the collar of each 
rose tree. 

3. The provisions of this Order shall not extend to rose 
an 

. This Order shall apply on exposure for sale wholesale 
vein the person exposing the goods is or is not a whole- 
sale dealer. 

5. The provisions of this Order shall come into force at 
the expiration of three months from the date hereof. 

6.—(a) This Order may be cited as “‘ The Merchandise 
Marks (Imported Goods) No. Order, 1929.” 

(6) The Interpretation Act, 1889, shall apply to the inter- 
pretation of this Order as if it were an Act of Parliament.
